COINAGE OF THE HAWAIIAN KINGDOM: 
King Kalakaua’s Coins 
By 

Jacob Adler 

Concluded from February, 1960 


Circulation of Coin 
After the lawsuit, the first Kala- 
kaua half dollar known to be in 
circulation was found in the receipts 
of the Honolulu Music Hall on the 
night of January 10, 1884. Miss 
Louise Beaudet was appearing in 
the title role of a play, The Woman 
of the People or the Horrors of 
Drink. C. R. Buckland, manager 
of the play, had the coin made into 
a pendant, and presented it to Miss 
Beaudet as a memento of her per- 
formance. She wore the pendant 
a few days later while playing in 
a farce called Matrimony.^^ 

Another Hawaiian half dollar was 
displayed on January 12 in the 
window of Wiseman and Ashley, 
general business agents, and at- 
tracted much attention.3i Two days 
later the coins went into general 
circulation, and at the same time 
the bank of Claus Spreckels and 
Company opened for business. One 
of the purposes of the bank was 
evidently to aid in the circulation 
of the coinage. Both the bank and 
the Treasury made the coin avail- 
able. There was a great demand for 
it at both places.32 By June 9, 1884, 
the entire $1,000,000 in Hawaiian 
silver had been received in the 
kingdom. 

Early reaction to the silver was 
mixed. The Gazette: ‘‘The new coins 
have entered quietly into circulation 
and have been accepted without a 
murmur, although there is an under- 
current of hostile feeling to their 


usurping the place of American half 
and quarter dollars, and this feeling 
may find expression in the near 
future.”33 

The Bulletin: “The coins, so the 
ladies say, make very nice brooches 
and ornaments. Business men say 
what a pity they do not contain 

more silver.”34 

The Advertiser: “The new coins 
are pretty to look at and smile out 
upon one from among the dingier 
ones which have seen more service 
as pleasantly as if they had never 
been the cause of heart-burnings and 
controversy and political plots. 

But more “heart-burnings and con- 
troversy” were yet to come. Argu- 
ment over the coinage continued in 
the newspapers, occupied a great 
many meetings of the Chamber of 
Commerce, and raged in the legis- 
lative session of 1884. 

In reply to complaints of an ex- 
cess of silver, the Advertiser claimed 
that there had really been a serious 
shortage of change, and the Kala- 
kaua coins were therefore a boon 
to retailers.36 Both the Advertiser 
and the Gazette noted the disappear- 
ance of the United States half dol- 
lars and quarters, in favor of the 
Hawaiian silver, but ^y 
preted this differently. The Adver- 
tiser thought it was a sign of l^e 
acceptability of the new coins. The 
Gazette, referring to Greshani s law, 
iibed: “Here is an opportunity for 
[the Advertiser] to start a new 
financial theory.”37 The Gazette

Gresham’s law is 
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derisively referred to the coins as 
kimo-ai-luau^^ (cheap) coins, and 
noted that British sovereigns were 
at a premium of sixteen per cent 
as compared with the Hawaiian 

silver.39 

In a letter to the Minister of 
Finance on January 9, 1884, the 
Chamber of Commerce expressed 
its concern over introduction of the 
silver. The chamber claimed it 
would be difficult to enforce the 


Attacks in the Legislature of 1884 
In the 1884 legislative session, at- 
tacks on the coinage began early 
and increased in force as the ses- 
sion progressed. J. Nawahi on April 
30 introduced a resolution calling 
on Kapena to explain when the Ha- 
waiian silver had become legal 
tender. This was a mild enough 
beginning, but the Bulletin called 
the resolution “a slight shred of 
cloud prognostic of coming thunder.” 



dime*^^***^ Hawaiian coins of 1883, dollar, half dollar, quarter and 


Legal Tender Act of 1876 because 
silver would fall in value relative 
to gold. The chamber recommended 
that further imports of silver be 
limited, and that all silver coins 
other than those of Hawaii and the 
United States be withdrawn at the 
expense of the Ti^easury. Thanking 
the chamber for its interest, the 
government said its views would 
be seriously considered.^® 


Kapena explained that the coin had 
been made legal tender by the 
Pnvy Council on a date which he 
had forgotten.4i 

S. B. Dole moved on May 7 that 
a duty of ten per cent be paid on 
the Hawaiian coin in accordance 
with the Legal Tender Act requir- 
ing payment of duty on foreign 
coin. Gibson answered: “The Coin 
was ordered, consigned and de-

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livered to the Hawaiian Govern- 
ment, in accordance with an act 
passed in 1880 [the coinage act], 
and the Government will not levy 
a duty on its own importations.”42 

He dramatically held up three plan- 
tation tokens : A rial stamped wai- 
LUKU PLANTATION, another stamped 
HAIKU PLANTATION, and a third with 
“T” (Torbert). These, he said, were 
practically worthless, but Hawaiian 
coins were as good as those of the 
United States. Nawahi retorted: 
“The Ministers remind me of a lot 
of new beginners in a primary 
school, they knew nothing when 
they started, but they picked it up'' 
as they went along.^^ After more 
discussion. Dole’s motion to require 
duty on the coins was tabled. 

W. O. Smith moved that the Min- 
ister of Foreign Affairs, Gibson, be 
required to produce all his papers 
on the coinage transaction. The 
first shipment of coin, said Smith, 
had been consigned to the govern- 
ment, but later shipments had been 
consigned to William G. Irwin and 
Company (Spreckels and Irwin). 
“The manipulating of the coin was 
more through the Foreign Office 
than through the Finance Office.”^^ 

Representative Richardson 
amended the resolution to require 
the production of all “Cabinet sup- 
ply papers,” not only those of the 
foreign office. Gibson said he had 
“the honor to second the resolution 
offered by the Hon. Member from 
Wailuku.” Gibson would be happy 
“to give all the information in his 
power relating to this matter.”^® 
During the rest of the session there 
was something of a game of hide- 
and-seek, in which Gibson and the 
documents remained elusive. 

S. B. Dole next occupied himself 
with the question of how much 
profit Spreckels had made. On May 


27 he asked what salary had been 
paid to Spreckels for acting as the 
government’s agent for the coinage. 
Gibson replied he understood “from 
Mr. Spreckels that he had a bill of 
charges to present.” He (Gibson) 
would soon lay this bill before the 
house. “It included nine months’ 
interest on bullion, seignorage of 
the United States, and insurance 
and freight.”-*^ 

About a month later, with no bill 
by Spreckels yet produced. Dole said 
the coinage had been illegal and 
had been given to Spreckels without 
regard to what this would cost the 
kingdom. Gibson denied there had 
been any loss on the coinage. Dole 
then accused the ministry of dis- 
honoring the throne by their unlaw- 
ful actions. Gibson answered that 
such a charge was not warranted: 
“His Majesty, in his intelligence, 
will not allow any one to dishonor 
the throne by unlawful actions.”-*^ 

Dole on August 15 introduced a 
resolution that Gibson be required 
to report on the profit Spreckels 
had made. The resolution passed.^^ 
Gibson denied having said on May 
27 that Spreckels’s bill of charges 
was yet to come in, though his re- 
marks to that effect had been pub- 
lished in four different newspapers. 
Gibson said that maybe the news- 
papers were mistaken.^^^ Neverthe- 
less, on August 29 he made his re- 
port, remarking that it had been in 
his pocket for several days, and he 
might have forgotten it if someone 
had not asked for it: 

The cost of the bullion assayed and 
refined for the Hawaiian Coinage was 
$87.40 per dollar [sic], added to 1.75 
per cent seignorage of the U. S. Gov- 
ernment, half of one per cent cost 
of dies, and then estimate for interest 
on bullion, cost of transportation, in- 
surance, exchange, and minor expenses

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properly chargeable to the coinage, 
the cost . . . would be about 97 cents 
to the doDar.51 

The legislature voted to accept the 
report and to publish it in the news- 
papers. 

Gibson had been fairly successful 
in dodging and parrying the thrusts 
on the floor of the legislature, but 
in one area the opposition scored 
solidly, namely, in the report of the 
flnance committee. Evidently based 
on some competent and deep dig- 
ging, this report charged violations 
of the coinage act and the loan act 
by the Minister of Finance. The 
coinage act authorized him to buy 
gold and silver bullion with money 
in the Treasury. “He bought no 
bullion to be coined into gold and 
silver coins but agreed with Mr. 
Spreckels to take $1,000,000 in silver 
Hawaiian coins in exchange for 
U. S. Gold Bonds of the Hawaiian 

Government."^2 

Ten cent pieces were brought in, 
continued the report, although the 
coinage act authorized twelve and 
one-half cent pieces. The dollars 
were worth only eighty-one and a 
half cents as compared with gold 
coin of the United States. The re- 
port also charged that Hawaiian 
silver was driving British and 
American gold coins and American 
standard silver dollars out of circu- 

lation.^3 

The opposition held a mass meet- 
ing at the Honolulu Lyceum on 
June 23 which resulted in a general 
indictment of the ministry and its 
action on the Kalakaua coinage. 
Leaders pictured the meeting as 
nonpolitical, but only views of the 
opposition found expression. Much 
of the talk contained overtones of 
revolution. J. O. Carter, speaking 
for over an hour, said among other 
things that the report of the finance 
committee presented a startling 
condition of affairs to every tax- 


paying citizen of the kingdom. He 
went on: 

We want an honest, economical 
administration for this Government. 
. . . Are we to go on paying taxes 
to a set of men who seem determined 
to use Government money at their 
own sweet will? I hope this meeting 
will so express itself . . . that His 
Majesty will understand we are doing 
that which is our last resort. There 
is nothing beyond this but force, and 
none of us wish to see force brought 
into play.54 

The meeting passed a resolution 
of lack of confidence in the ministry 
and called for its resignation. Item 
four of the resolution said “the 
Kingdom has a silver coinage in ex- 
cess of its needs, upon which by the 
neglect of the Ministry, the Treas- 
ury has lost and an individual has 
made a large profit.”55 

A few days after this meeting 
Dole introduced in the legislature a 
formal resolution of lack of confi- 
dence. Next day the resolution was 
tabled twenty-five to twenty-one, all 
four ministers voting to table. Ex- 
cept for their votes, permitted under 
Hawaiian law, there would have 
been a tie.se 

Downfall of the ministry might 
well have meant a withdrawal of 
the Kalakaua coinage and an up- 
heaval in the monetary affairs of 
the kingdom — for better or for 
worse. It would have put the “hard” 
money men in the saddle, as op- 
posed to the “easy” money Spreckels 
crowd. More conflict between these 
two forces was still to come. 

Passage of Gold Law 

The controversy over the Kala- 
kaua silver directed attention to the 
coinage and currency problems of 
the kingdom. One important result 
was the Gold Law of 1884, signed 
on July 17. Spreckels and the gov- 
ernment forces at first opposed this

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law. The conservative businessmen 
of the community, including the 
Chamber of Commerce and those 
who opposed the coinage, supported 
it. Essentially the argument was 
one of easy money versus hard 
money. The ci'y of the supporters 
of the gold law was: “Gold is the 
only currency!’’ 

Even before general circulation 
of the Hawaiian silver the Adver- 
tiser had questioned what was to 
be done eventually with English, 
French, Italian, Spanish, Mexican, 
and Italian coins which had been 
passing as dollars and quarters: “If 
we are to have a coinage of our 
own and if we are to make the 
coins of the U. S. legal tender here 
permanently, the day must come 
when all other coins must be de- 
prived of that currency which the 
law gives to some and custom gives 
to others.”57 The newspaper called 
for ultimate redemption of foreign 
coins (other than those of the 
United States) without loss to the 
holders, the government to bear the 
cost of redemption. 

It will be recalled that on Janu- 
ary 9, 1884, the Chamber of Com- 
merce had made similar recommen- 
dations, calling also for a limit to 
further imports of silver. A com- 
mittee of the chamber complained 
on May 19 that the government had 
not carried out these recommenda- 
tions. The committee also said that 
refusal of the government to receive 
silver in payment of customs would 
cause it to fall in value: “Your com- 
mittee are at a loss to know how 
the circulation of silver coinage at 
par, and the demand for U. S. gold 
at the Custom House can co-exist.” 
The committee recommended that 
the chamber sponsor a law which 
would: (1) Bring the Legal Tender 
Act of 1876 “into harmony with the 
requirements of commerce”; (2) put 
the kingdom on a gold basis; (3) 


provide for redeeming and shipping 
out excess silver at the expense of 
the Treasury; and (4) reduce the 
legal tender limit of silver from $50 
to $20.58 

A. S. Hartwell (who had been at- 
torney for Castle, Dole, and Smith 
in the coinage suit) submitted a 
long letter to the Bulletin in favor 
of a gold law. He wrote: “Gold is 
the least fluctuating in value and 
the best kind of money.” Gold, he 
argued, would prevent foreign ex- 
change from going above one and 
a quarter to one and a half per cent. 
He said Hawaiian silver should be 
made legal tender only up to flve 
dollars.59 The Editor of the Bulletin 
also advocated a legal limit of flve 
dollars on silver, and argued against 
that of ten dollars contained in the 
draft of a gold law by J. Mott 
Smith.6<> 

As passed in mid- July, the gold 
law, entitled an “Act to Regulate 
the Currency,” made Hawaiian and 
American silver coins legal tender 
up to ten dollars. Other important 
provisions of the act, generally ef- 
fective December 1, 1884, were: 

Section One. Gold coins of the 
United States were made the stand- 
ard and legal tender for all debts, 
public and private. 

Section Three. Foreign coins 
(other than U. S.) were to be re- 
ceivable only at bullion value for 
debts due the government. 

Section Four. Whenever “equili- 
brium” between gold and silver 
coins in circulation was disturbed, 
the government was to replace suffi- 
cient silver with gold coins of the 
United States. 

Section Five. Within a sixty day 
period all foreign silver coins (other 
than U. S.) were to be exchanged 
at the treasury at par for Hawaiian 
silver coins.^i Redeemed coins were 
to be sold for gold, the loss on con- 
version to be borne by the Treasury.

of silver if wif hoped thus to promote the circulation of more gold. 
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Section Eight. Silver certificates, 
except those of ten dollar denomina- 
tion, were to be redeemable at the 
treasury for gold coin of the United 
States. Redeemed certificates were 
to be cancelled. 

Section Ten. The Coinage Act of 
1880 and the Legal Tender Act of 
1876 were repealed .^2 

Aftermath of Gold Law 

The conservative, hard money 
men in the community hoped to find 
in the gold law a solution to the 
monetary problems of the kingdom. 
After passage of the law, however, 
the argument over the coinage con- 
tinued. It had been charged that 
introduction of the Kalakaua coin- 
age produced an excess of silver, 
and even after redemption of for- 
eign silver many persons thought 
there was still an excess. The busi- 
nessmen also charged the govern- 
ment with failure to carry out the 
gold law. For this charge, as will 
be seen below, there was probably 
ample justification. 

A great difference of opinion de- 
veloped about the total of silver 
which should be kept in circulation. 
In early December, 1884, the Cham- 
ber of Commerce appointed a com- 
mittee to recommend that the gov- 
ernment reduce silver currency to 
$350,000 by converting part of the 
Hawaiian silver to gold.«3 This re- 
quest was based on Section Four of 
the gold law. P. C. Jones, a promi- 
nent financier, thought that $400,000 
would be about the right amount of 
silver. A “planter was reported as 
saying that $600,000 would not be 
too much. ”64 The Bulletin said that 
the chamber memorial to the gov- 
ernment calling for conversion of a 
large amount of Hawaiian silver 
into gold “was hardly practical since 
not a half dozen merchants can be 
found of one mind as to what would 
be a sufficiency of silver to retain. ”65 
With respect to grumblings in 
some quarters about the workings 
of the gold law the Gazette said; 


It is all very well to complain that 
the “gold law” is at the bottom of the 
trouble — but that is complaining very 
much after the fashion of the sufferer 
from the gout, who having brought on 
his disease by high living, blames the 
medicine he takes as the cause of all 
his discomfort. Without thought for 
the future the Minister of Foreign 
Affairs greedily borrowed $1,000,000 in 
silver coin. We know perfectly well 
what was the result until the “gold 
law” medicine was taken; exchange 
ran up to eight and a half per cent, 
and there was still an upward tend- 
ency: Directly the gold law came into 
operation down went exchange to a 
reasonable price. Unless steps are 
taken, exchange will go up again, for 
as long as we have so much silver in 
the country, it is bound to drive out 
the valuable coin. 66 

As a method of settling the ques- 
tion whether there was too much 
silver, the Bulletin proposed that 
the government buy and sell silver 
coin freely at par for gold.67 This 
the government was apparently 
either unwilling to do, or unable to 
do because it could not get enough 
gold in its coffers. 

The Chamber of Commerce re- 
solved that effective December 1, 
1884 (effective date of the gold law), 
its members “agree to receive and 
pay out [treasury] certificates of 
deposit for all amounts over ten 
dollars as gold in all transactions 
among themselves and w^here prac- 
ticable with others.” The Bulletin 
praised this action because it would 
“prevent an injurious run for the 
gold forming the security for our 
convenient paper currency.”6« In 
mid-February, 1885, the chamber 
revoked this agreement because, 
among other things, the government 
had failed to maintain equilibrium 
between gold and silver in accord- 
ance with Section Four of the gold 
law. 69 

There were many additional com- 
plaints of failure to carry out the 
gold law. The government made 
payments in silver which under the

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law should have been in gold. More- 
over, the government refused to ac- 
cept silver. Post offices in Honolulu 
would not take Kalakaua dollars for 
foreign money orders, and country 
post offices would not accept silver 
for drafts on Honolulu."® 

The Bulletin said it would sup- 
port a movement to send the Kala- 
kaua silver out of the country, and 
added : 

The secret of the whole difficulty 
is that we have a silver coinage cur- 
rent, bearing the image and super- 
scription of the sovereign, which is 
repudiated at the national Treasury 
because it is not worth as much as it 
is marked ... on the face.7i 

It is clear that the government did 
not take appropriate action to estab- 
lish the Hawaiian silver at par. But 
continuing newspaper attacks also 
undermined confidence in the coin- 
age. 

Despite indecision by the govern- 
ment not all persons were convinced 
that the monetary troubles could be 
attributed solely to the government 
or to Spreckels. A letter to the Bul- 
letin signed “Rellaw Rex” made 
some incisive comments on news- 
paper statements that the Hawaiian 
silver was not worth face value: 

For the 30 years or more previous 
to this beautiful Gold Law, every coin 
— say French dollars, Bolivian (very 
bad) and Chile, South Americ^ etc., 
were taken and no word said, no 
growl raised, although everyone knew 
their value was only 75 cents to 84 
cents each. All at once it is discov- 
ered that U. S. gold coin was the only 
standard. ... Is it not somewhat 
strange that so much objection is now 
made to our silver coins, which are 
of exactly the same weight and fine- 
ness as the U. S. silver coins, when 
for all the 30 or 40 years before not a 
word was said about the coins of 
every kind that used to pass? It looks 
to me very like jealousy because the 
Hon. Claus Spreckels had something 
to do with it. 72 


Both the Claus Spreckels and 
Company Bank and William G. Ir- 
win and Company (Spreckels and 
Irwin) accepted the Kalakaua coin- 
age freely at par. Moreover, they 
sold sixty day drafts on San Fran- 
cisco for such silver at a charge of 
only one per cent, whereas the Bank 
of Bishop and Company discounted 
silver at twenty per cent. 

The Bulletin thought free accept- 
ance of silver by Spreckels was a 
partial substitute for its recommen- 
dation that the government buy and 
sell silver freely at par.73 That 
newspaper also called Spreckels’ 
action “an act of relief in the pres- 
ent unhappy condition of the cur- 
rency.7^ The Advertise!' said: 

[Spreckels] has faith in the country 
and . . . sees that the silver question 
is being made a handle of by the 
“malignants” for party purposes and 
means of wounding the feelings of the 
King and hurting the reputation of 
his Ministers, . . . “Give me your 
silver” he says, in effect. “I am not 
afraid of it. You do not know what 
you are talking about when you tell 
me there is more silver money here 
than is needed. ”75 

Whatever the motives of Claus 
Spreckels, his show of confidence in 
silver coinage boosted the confidence 
of wage earners and small mer- 
chants in it. They knew they could 
get rid of it for full value at the 
Spreckels bank or at the Irwin 
company. The Advertiser thought 
Spreckels was entitled to the thanks 
of the community for stepping in 
when other persons were creating 
something of a panic over the al- 
leged excess of silver. 

A certain number of persons look 
upon Mr. Gibson and the Colonel 
[Spreckels] as twin incarnations of 
Mephistopheles . . . and are momen- 
tarily expecting to find the gold in 
their own pockets and safes turned 
into Kalakaua dollars.”76

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As the temporary depression in 
Honolulu lifted, and as the price of 
sugar gradually rose, easing for- 
eign exchange problems, contro- 
versy over the coinage subsided. 
The coins remained in general cir- 
culation through the last years of 
the Hawaiian monarchy and through 
the Provisional Government (1893- 
1894) and the Republic of Hawaii 
(1894-1898). In 1898 S. M. Damon, 
Finance Minister of the Republic 
of Hawaii, reminded the Annexation 
Commission of the problem of the 
Hawaiian coinage: “I desire to call 
your attention to the subject of its 
withdrawal from circulation and 
substitution by a coin that would 
be legal tender in all parts of the 
United States. 

Despite this reminder, the Con- 
gress of the United States failed to 
act until 1903. Hawaii thus re- 
mained for a few years the only 
part of the United States where 
silver other than American was in 
general circulation and passed at 
par.78 In 1903 A. N. Kepoikai, Treas- 
urer of the Territory of Hawaii, 
published a notice that 

After the 1st day of January, 1904, 
the Silver Coins . . . will, under an 
Act of Congress . . . entitled ‘An Act 
relating to Silver Coinage and Silver 
Certificates,’ cease to be a legal tender 
in the Territory of Hawaii.79 

Approximately $815,000 was re- 
deemed at par for coins of the 
United States.^^ The balance of 
$185,000 had disappeared. Some of 
the coins were probably melted 
down in a large Chinatown fire in 
Honolulu in 1900. Others were taken 
away by tourists, went into the 
hands of collectors, or were used in 
the manufacture of brooches, pend- 
ants, cuff links, belt buckles, and 
other items of adornment. Jewel- 
ers invested in several thousand 
dollars worth of coin after the call 
for its redemption.81 


Spreckels and the Coinage 

Finally, attention may be turned 
to an analysis of the obviously im- 
portant role of Spreckels in the 
coinage. The transaction was es- 
sentially a loan by him at a large 
discount. He probably paid Kala- 
kaua silver for $500,090 in gold 
bonds of the kingdom and for much 
of the rest of the coinage he got 
silver certificates. 

The government had to have 
money to meet current expenses. 
Failure to get this money would 
have further undermined the na- 
tional credit. Floating a loan at 
par either at home or abroad was 
out of the question. Spreckels, the 
shrewd entrepreneur, merely took 
advantage of a market situation. 

When Kalakaua came to the 
throne in 1874 he had the support 
of the Honolulu business commu- 
nity. Among its most prominent 
members were the secular descend- 
ants of the missionaries. The 
American part of the community 
felt that Kalakaua was favorable 
to them, and that he could be “con- 
trolled.” But the King acted with 
more force and independence than 
had been expected. 

Although he had no particular 
interest in Hawaiian nationalism, 
Spreckels joined forces with Kala- 
kaua and Gibson and became the 
chief financial backer of the gov- 
ernment. His price was political 
favor which he could use for gainful 
ends. Spreckels was a business man 
and a planter, yet he could remain 
largely independent of the rest of 
the Honolulu business community 
and of the planters because of his 
wealth. Certainly, the community 
had some legitimate objections to 
the Kalakaua coinage. But the 
furor over it can be considered an 
aspect of the businessmen’s antipa- 
thy to Hawaiian nationalism, and 
also an aspect of their general aver- 
sion to the Kalakaua-Gibson-Spreck- 
els regime.

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Counterfeit Small Size Gold Dollars

[For some time there have been rumors of counterfeit gold pieces but 
it was not until John J. Ford, Jr., of the New Netherlands Coin Co. de- 
scribed in detail some of those he had examined in New York and the ap- 
pearance of similar fakes in Chicago that we were able to get definite 
information. Our necessarily brief account in the February Ninnisynatist 
was based largely on Ford’s account and examinations made by the U. S. 
Secret Service, Chicago dealers and collectors. Examination of these pieces 
under a magnifier of twenty-power or higher is best to determine many of 
the tell-tale signs of counterfeiting but such things as a higher and sharper 
rim on the reverse and the coarser edge reeding are clues that can be 
seen with less powerful lenses. 

A man, who said his name is Max Cohen, was picked up a few weeks 
ago in Dallas, Tex., by U. S. Secret Service agents for questioning in 
connection with the distribution of these pieces. He is free on bail pending 
trial on charges of misrepresentation filed against him. Cohen claimed he 
was unaware the coins were counterfeit, saying he had purchased them 
in good faith from a man in New York City. A woman, with him when he 
was arrested, was not held. Dallas dealers had been alerted by Ford and 
John Rowe, to whom the former had sent a specimen for examination. 
Rowe detained the suspect while another dealer notified the Secret Service. 

Below is the article by John J. Ford, Jr., which we received too late 
for the February issue. — The Editor.] 


T he wholesale price for U. S. 
gold dollars has more than 
doubled since 1955. Within the 
last eighteen months, the popularity 
of these small, attractive coins rose 
very rapidly, nurtured no doubt by 
a steady demand for their use in 
jewelry. There has been a resur- 
gence of collector interest for all 
U. S. gold coins, with gold dollars, 
quarter eagles and three dollars 
gold leading the parade. Then, of 
course, interest has been fanned in- 
termittently to white heat by the 
parasitical activity of the “get-rich- 
quick” coin speculator, that rela- 
tively modern blight upon American 
numismatics. With the demand for 
gold dollars at a record high, and 
the supply of coins available dwin- 
dling to a trickle, the stage was set 
for clandestine operators to rectify 
the shortage. 

The latest answer to Yankee coin 
enthusiasts, who have been asking 
where some of the scarcer coins 
were, is the quantity production of 
Type One (1849-54) gold dollars. 
These coins are beautifully made. 
The dates seen in New York, to the 


first of the year, are, 1850, ’51-0, ’52, 
’53 and 1854. The latter two years 
first appeared, with the other three 
dates following in short order. 

The fakes first appeared in New 
York around Thanksgiving. There 
were several distributors and their 
first customers were the jewelers 
making up gold coin bracelets for 
the Christmas trade. Next in line 
were the smaller coin dealers with 
street stores, who likewise have a 
heavy seasonal demand for U. S. 
gold coins. The larger dealers were 
not approached directly at all, both 
New Netherlands and Stack’s being 
introduced to the coins indirectly. 
Ed Shapiro, the New York dealer 
who specializes in popular gold 
coins and who has a booth in the 
Jewelry Exchange across the street 
from us, heard about the counterfeit 
gold dollars long before he saw one. 
In fact, Ed was so concerned he 
compared coins with us for several 
days running. Having a head start, 
Shapiro never did get stuck with 
any of the fakes. After all, who 
would offer counterfeit coins to a 
man who was examining everything

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shown him with a high-power glass? 

We have not been able to examine 
carefully all five dates of these 
fake dollars, but it was our good for- 
tune to go over quite a few 1853 and 
1854 coins, and to obtain high grade 
enlarged photographs of them with 
the cooperation of Stack’s. All speci- 
mens seen of these two dates are 
from the same obverse. The ob- 
verse and reverse border beads are 
unusually fiat, vague and indistinct, 
showing up clearly upon the obverse 
only at the lower right. The inner- 
most points of the stars are thin 
and small compared to the genuine 
coin. The coronet beads upon Lib- 
erty’s head are sloppy, vague, and 
tend to run together (especially 
above liber), whereas on the genu- 
ine coins they are clear and spaced 
apart. 

The reverses on both the 1853 and 
1854 fakes show a more concave 
field than the genuine coins. The 
reverse border beads on the 1853 
are flat from 11:45 to about 5:00 
(clockwise). A glass will reveal a 
tiny, pinpoint nick upon the back of 
the ’53, centered above la of dollar, 
and two-thirds of the way up to the 
bottom right corner of the right 
stand of the large numeral 1. This 
minute defect is diagnostic and is 
seen on all of the 1853 counterfeits 
examined. 

A careful examination of our en- 
larged photographs will show that 
the reverse of the false 1854 dollar 
was made from the reverse of a 
genuine coin. The base of 5 is recut, 
as is A in states. The crack ex- 
tending down towards the border 
beads, from the base of 1 in date, 
through both top and bottom first 
leaves of the wreath at left, is in- 
dicative. The same could be said 
for a less clear break coming down 
from the base of the second t in 
STATES to the upper left part of the 
large numeral 1. The reverse border 
beads on the 1854 are weak and flat 


and the border generally resembles 
that of the common obverse. 

These counterfeit dollars can be 
spotted quickly by their peculiar, 
granular finish, which is found upon 
both sides of all the fakes seen. Of 
course, these coins could be made 
with a different finish. Probably the 
easiest and surest way to tell the 
current productions from the genu- 
ine is by comparative examination 
of the edge reeding. The edge bars 
on the copies are less sharp than 
those upon the real dollars. 

Most of our friends tend to rely 
upon spotting the distinctive, satiny 
finish of the counterfeits as against 
the frosty luster of the genuine 
uncirculated dollars. We quickly 
disillusioned one of them by cleaning 
one of the false 1853 coins and re- 
ducing its condition to EF. He 
couldn’t spot the fake when it was 
mixed in with a small group of 
similar condition Type One dollars. 

The standard weight of the genu- 
ine gold dollar is 25.8 grains. The 
counterfeits weigh full or are over- 
weight. Several of them which we 
put on the scales checked out at 
26.5 or 26.8 grains. The gold is good, 
perhaps too good. The diameter of 
the counterfeits is minutely smaller 
than that of the genuine coins. 

Collectors and dealers should im- 
mediately report any quantity of 
these coins they locate to the near- 
est office of the Secret Service. If 
approached by a ‘‘salesman” of 
these phonies, notify your local po- 
lice immediately. It is only by close 
cooperation with the Federal au- 
thorities that the manufacture of 
these coins can be discouraged. It is 
not only possible, but quite probable, 
that if these false Type One gold 
dollars can continue to be sold in this 
country, the perpetrators of this 
swindle (and swindle it is), will 
continue on to Type Two and T>^pe 
Three dollars, and then on to quarter 
eagles, if not three dollars gold. —

An important private coin collec- 
tion, which grew from a few large 
copper coins given to a ten-year-old 
boy seventy years ago, has been given 
to Stetson University, DeLand, Fla. 
This collection was made by Edward 
B. Ailing, A.N.A. No. 18319, Orange 
City, Chairman of the Board of the 
Florida Bank at DeLand. The gift 
was made in the name of Edward B. 
and Lillian A. Ailing. 

The coins will be displayed in a 
special room of the new library build- 
ing on the campus, funds for which 
are being secured in a campaign now 
in progress throughout Florida. 

This collection, appraised at $28,000, 
will be of value for students in the 
Merrill Program of American Studies, 
American history, and economics. It

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will be a unique feature of the new 
library. Within the collection is the 
history of America’s monetary sys- 
tem, as it includes complete sets of 
gold, silver, and copper coins. 

Some of the pieces in the collection 
are American gold coins, quarter 
eagle Indian head set, Saint-Gaudens 
Roman numeral double eagle, 1879 
Stella, 1851 Humbert octagonal slug, 
an “1804 silver dollar’’ which Ailing 
“believes . . . was originally 1801 with 
the numeral 1 built up to appear as 
a 4.’’ Many “name’’ pieces, as the 
widow’s mite, tribute penny, form 
part of the collection. 

The gift was accepted on behalf of 
the University by its president. Dr. J. 
Ollie Edmunds.

T he approach of the cen- 
tennial of the “War between 
the States,” 1861-1865 — now 
only a year away — has been marked 
by a great resurgence of interest in 
the paper money of the “Lost 
Cause,” particularly the Confeder- 
ate Treasury notes. Naturally con- 
siderable attention has been directed 
to the typies of notes, to their rarity 
and condition. This can be expected 
to continue with the general col- 
lector who is striving for perfection 
and completeness of a kind. 

Many collectors, however, become 
interested in another way — to 
study the technical and historical 
background of these notes. Although 
such study began no later than 1867, 
only two years after the end of the 
conflict, inquisitive collectors have 
continued through the years to un- 
cover additional signiflcant informa- 
tion. The recently published index 
to The Numismatist for 1939-1958 
confirms this fact. Discoveries of 
new material and research produc- 
tive of valuable background infor- 
mation can confidently be expected 
from time to time. 

Extensive Confederate Treasury 
records and correspondence for- 
tunately survived and have been in- 
dexed and summarized in various 
ways. These original sources pro- 
vide information that often authori- 
tatively can settle questions of 
authenticity, scarcity, etc. In addi- 
tion, puzzling questions about com- 
plex varieties, bogus and counter- 
feit notes, the initiation of new note 


designs, and the non-use or disap- 
pearance of notes or plates, have 
been solved because of clues in 
these priceless sources. Such use- 
fulness is by no means ended, nor 
is it limited to the exploration of 
small differences that interest per- 
haps only specialists. 

A more consistent, logical ap- 
proach to the classification of types 
and varieties of notes can be gained 
by greater reliance on these records. 
Of particular importance is the need 
for review of the varieties of cer- 
tain types of Confederate notes so 
that due recognition will be given 
to variations of a major nature and 
emphasis avoided on those less sig- 
nificant, some of which are trivial 
or almost meaningless. 

So new discoveries, research and 
original Confederate records can 
throw valuable light on both types 
and varieties, of interest to the gen- 
eral collector and to the specialist. 
Expressed in another way, the for- 
mer, travelling along the popular 
highway of types, rarity and condi- 
tion, can expect new glimpses as he • 
journeys on; the latter can explore 
many byways on which he will find 
answers to puzzles and mysteries of 
Confederate currency still unsolved. 

The above remarks are a prologue 
to a number of articles planned for 
The Numismatist. These will pre- 
sent conclusions and observations of 
the author from his study of Con- 
federate Treasury notes and interest 
in this field for more than a quarter 
of a century.

\\estern Samoa’s Currency — Clause 39 of the Samoa Amendment Act, 
pa^ed by the New Zealand parliament in 1959, provides that, on and after 
a date to he fixed by proclamation by the Council of State of Western 
Samoa, the Bank of Western Samoa may make and issue banknotes, accord- 
ing to the Reserve Bank of New Zealand Bulletin, December, 1959. Until 
that date, th? Council of State is authorized to make and issue treasury notes, 
full liability for which will be assumed by the Bank of Western Samoa when 
its own notes become legal tender. Treasury notes will remain legal tender 
mr twelve months, after which they can be redeemed only in notes of the 
Bank of Western Samoa or legally current coin. The currency, coin, and 
legal tender in Western Samoa are to be the same as that of New Zealand, 
except as may be expressly provided either in the Act or by Ordinance. Until 
the date appointed for the issue of notes by the Bank of Western Samoa 
the New Zealand Minister of Finance may fix a rate of exchange between 
Wes^rn Samoa and New Zealand. Thereafter, the rate may be fixed bv 
the Council of State of Western Samoa. 
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ISRAEL’S NEW COINS

New Denomination 

I N 1959, the Israel government 
decided to replace the division 
of the pound into 1000 prutot 
by its division into 100 agurot. The 
name of this new denomination, 
agura (plural agurot), is mentioned 
in the First Book of Samuel : agurat 
kessef — a piece of silver. 

With the ratification of the new 
currency ordinance by the Israel 
Parliament, the issue of a series of 
new coins became necessary. The

The types are as follows:

The future addition of a fifty agurot 
piece is contemplated. 

The symbol of the three ears of 
barley originated on a coin of King 
Agrippa I (38-44 A.D.); the palm 
tree and the three pomegranates (in 
their half ripe form) are found on 
the shekels of the Jewish-Roman

Advisory Committee for the design 
of coins, medals and banknotes of 
the State of Israel was entrusted 
with the task of selecting the de- 
signs of the new coins. 

This committee decided to use for 
the agurot the same symbols of the 
ancient Jewish coinage, which al- 
ready appeared on the coins of the 
pruta denomination. However, in- 
stead of merely imitating the an- 
cient coins, the agurot coinage will 
show the same symbols but in mod- 
ern conception. 

The symbols are within an in- 
cused square, as known from the 
most beautiful ancient Greek coins 
of the fifth century B.C. The name 
Israel appears — within the square 
— horizontally in Hebrew and ver- 
tically in Arabic. The symbol itself 
is shown on the right side of the 
field. 


War (66-70 A.D.), while the bunch 
of grapes and the lyre are taken 
from the coinage of Bar-Kokhba, 
the most beautiful Jewish coins ever 
issued. 

The reverses of the new coins 
show the denomination and the year 
of issue. For the convenience of the 
public the new coins are smaller in 
size and lighter in weight than the 
corresponding ones of the prutat 
denomination. The one agura coin 
is of aluminum on a scalloped 
planchet, other four are of bronze- 
aluminum on round planchets. 

The agurot coins were designed 
by Rothschild and Lipman of Tel- 
Aviv, while the details of the designs 
were decided upon by a sub-com- 
mittee and three members: Prof. 
Igal Yadin, the archaeologist, Dr. 
Spitzer, the expert for script-types, 
and Leo Kadman of the Numis- 
matic Society. 
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New Commemorative 

Beginning with its Tenth Anni- 
versary, Israel strikes each year 
two commemorative coins: A silver 
coin of five pounds issued on every 
Independence Day, and, a cupro- 
nickel coin of one pound to appear 
on every Hannukah. The fourth of 
these coins has just been issued. 
It commemorates the fifty year of 
jubilee of Deganya — the mother of 
the kvutzot — and with this, the 
collective agricultural settlement. 
Exactly fifty years ago, a group of 
some twenty young men and women 
settled down on a stretch of deso- 
late land infested by swamps on the 
spot where the Jordan river leaves 
the Sea of Galilee. This small group 
was to become the first kvutza — 
the first collective agricultural 
settlement based on absolute equal- 
ity, mutual help and common 
responsibility. 

Today the desolate spot had be- 
come a blooming place and Deganya 
(a name derived from the Hebrew 
word dagan — corn) embedded in 
orchards and gardens is surrounded 
by other flourishing settlements of 
the Jordan Valley. The example

set fifty years ago by that small 
group has been followed by more 
than a hundred thousand men and 
women who have covered the land 
of Israel with hundreds of collective 
settlements from Dan to Beersheba 
and further on, down to the shores 
of the Red Sea. 

The new one pound* coin issued 
in commemoration of the founding 
of Deganya shows on its pictorial 
side the settlement situated on the 
shore of the Sea of Galilee, its 
famous cedars and palm trees, its 
orchards and houses. The inscrip- 
tion reads: Vyovel Hahityashvut 
Hakihutz (“For the Jubilee of the 
Collective Agricultural Settlement — 
Deganya”). The second side of the 
coin bears the name of Israel in 
Hebrew and Arabic and the dates, 
1910-1960. 

The design of the coin, also by 
Rothschild and Lipman of Tel-Aviv, 
was chosen by the Advisory Com- 
mittee from various proposals re- 
ceived from artists and designers 
who participated in a competition. 
A very limited number of specimens 
have been minted as proof coins, 
distinguishable by the Hebrew let- 
ter m between the two cedars.

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Book Reviews 

“Colonial and Commonwealth Coins” by L. V. W. Wright, Harrap, Lon- 
don, illus., 8vo., cloth, 236 pp., 50s. 


As it has been over sixty years 
since the publication of a book cov- 
ering the subject of British colonial 
and commonwealth coinage, this 
book should receive a world wide 
welcome. The author has separated 
his work into seven groups: Euro- 
pean, African, Indian, East Indian, 
Australian, North American and 
West Indian. In each group he has 
illustrated every type of coin, thus 
eliminating extensive descriptions. 

American collectors will be espe- 
cially interested in the North Amer- 
ican section as the author has 
included all of the coins issued 
previous to the Revolution. This is 
composed of the coins of New Eng- 
land, Massachusetts, Virginia and 
Maryland and has also included the 


Mark Newby, Carolina, Rosa Amer- 
icana and Plantation coinages. 

The only fault that this reviewer 
can find with the book is in the 
illustrations which are not up to the 
standards usually found in British 
publications. Many of the illustra- 
tions are not easily deciphered due 
to a glare from the coins in the 
original photographs. This is par- 
ticularly noticeable in the more re- 
cent coins, especially the bronzes. 
Apparently the illustrations were 
made from direct photographs of 
the coins which in a new or uncir- 
culated coin tend to glare. It is this 
reviewers opinion that better illus- 
trations could have been made by 
using photographs of casts. — P. K. 
Anderson. 


“Greek Coins and Their Values” by H. A. Seaby and J. Kozolibski, Lon- 
don 1959, 157 pp., 16 sh. (ca. $2.25). 


This new addition to Seaby’s 
publications is most welcome. It 
starts with six short chapters on 
“Collecting Greek Coins,” their “Ori- 
gins,” “Types,” “Deities,” “Weight 
Standards,” and “Datings,” followed 
by a list of reference books, and the 
catalog proper. The latter is based 
on Gilbert Askew’s Catalogue of 
Greek Coins published in 1951, to 
which the present authors added 
“many additional items not included 
in the earlier work.” 

We believe this new book will 
find many new friends, and for an- 
other edition we submit some sug- 
gestions which might be taken into 
consideration. 

The trend in recent years is in the 
direction of finest style and state 
of preservation (in this order). This 
implies much higher prices for cer- 
tain series which seem to be neg- 
lected in the present issue. We 
think, for example, of the coinage 
of Heracleia, Lucania, Thurium, 


Cephaloedium and Panormus, Gelas, 
Himera, Leontini, Naxos, Syracuse 
and others. Additional inclusions 
from auction sales in recent years, 
both in the United States and Eu- 
rope, would show a clearer picture 
of the evolution in prices. 

To illustrate these points, only 
two examples are given. Naxus 
(Sicily) appears with only one hemi- 
drachm, in spite of Cahn’s book on 
the coinage of this city, and its 
beautiful coins with the head of 
Dionysus and the seated Silen. Or 
the staters of Locri Opuntii, of 
which there is only one “good F.” 
specimen, appears with a price of 
£10, although in the Bement sale 
(1923) superb specimens already 
fetched up to $1,000.00. 

It is unfortunate that the major- 
ity of the conventional reference 
books is out of print, and practically 
inaccessible to most collectors. For 
this reason more use should be 
made of available publications, such 
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as Brett’s Catalogue of Greek Coins 
in the Boston Museum of Fine Arts, 
the various Sylloge Nummorum 
Graecorum published in London, 
Copenhagen and Germany, and the 
many specialized publications of the 
American Numismatic Society, New 
York. 

The now generally adopted rule is 
to describe as obverse the side 
struck with the anvil die, and as 
reverse the side struck with the 
punch die. With this in mind a cor- 


rection of Nos. 367/368, 388, 410, 
413 and possibly others should be 
made. 

Very useful are a number of maps 
distributed throughout the catalog, 
as well as a number of text illustra- 
tions and four plates. Some addi- 
tions to these in a future edition 
would enhance the attractiveness of 
this publication. 

We are sure that this book will 
win many friends for Greek numis- 
matics. — Edward Gans 


“1960 Catalogue of Hawaiian Coins, Tokens and Paper Money,” by 
Maurice M. Gould and Kenneth Bressett, Whitman Publishing Co., Racine, 
Wis., 1960, Ulus., priced, 46 pp., flexible black cover, by $1.00. 


Ever since it became evident that 
Hawaii’s campaign to escape from 
American territorial status to that 
of a sovereign state would be suc- 
cessful, interest in her coinage has 
been growing. And when she finally 
became the fiftieth state last year, 
numismatists probed deeper into 
her monetary history. Most Ameri- 
can coin collectors knew of the 1883 
coinage and the Hawaiian over- 
prints of World War II but little 
else of the Territory’s other media 
of exchange. The everyday col- 
lector could justifiably plead “not 
guilty” to a charge of ignorance on 
the subject, for only scattered litera- 
ture has been available. 

Students were, however, engaged 
in sifting through all references 
they could find and the results are 
now beginning to show. Numisma- 
tists were working separately on 
the problem but sooner or later in- 
dividual paths were bound to cross. 
When they did, in true scholarly 
fashion ideas were exchanged and 
single endeavors were pooled to 
bring about an accurate literature 
in this field. 

The combined efforts and knowl- 
edge of two of these researchers. 
Dr. Jacob Adler, Professor of Eco- 
nomics at the University of Hawaii, 
and A. Kosoff, prominent coin 
dealer on the West Coast, are being 
published in the excellent series 
which began in the February, 1960, 
Numismatist. Another team, formed 


by Maurice Gould, well known east 
coast dealer, and Kenneth Bressett, 
a thorough student of American 
coins and a recent addition to the 
staff of Whitman Publishing Co., 
has produced this inexpensive, illus- 
trated history and priced catalog 
of the exchange media of the King- 
dom, Republic and Territory of 
Hawaii, now a state. 

Thus another avenue is opened 
to collectors of Americana. This 
booklet is recommended to those 
who are fagged by the uninspiring 
search for rolls and proof sets. 
Some of the items in this guide are 
rare and have never before been 
published. Others are noncollect- 
ible. As this catalog is the initial 
attempt at pricing the Hawaiian 
series, difficulties in assigning esti- 
mates to rare pieces have been en- 
countered. Rather than listing wild 
guesses in these instances, the 
authors have very sensibly applied 
the rarity table used by Dr. Sheldon 
in his Early American Cents and 
Penny Whimsy. 

Illustrations are backed up by 
textual matter on Hawaii’s cur- 
rency, from the early barter and 
odd money stage, through the 
periods of foreign monies, Kauai 
cardboard scrip, Ladd and Com- 
pany’s $5.00 bills. Rev. Andrews and 
his small notes issued at Lahaina- 
luna, Torbert scrip, provisional gov- 
ernment notes and the 1895 bills of 
the Republic. Best known, of 
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course, are the cent of 1847 and the 
Kalakaua coins of 1883 but there 
will be a rising interest in the vari- 
ous patterns of which many coin 
collectors are not aware. 

Congratulations to the authors 
and the publisher for a fine begin- 


ning. Although succeeding editions 
will undoubtedly see added items 
as new discoveries are made and 
will be revised to correct any errors 
in this first edition, don’t wait. Add 
it to your library now. — Elston G. 
Bradfield 


RENEWAL OF A.N.A. CHARTER 

The present fifty-year charter of the American Numismatic Asso- 
ciation, granted by the U. S. Congress in 1912, will be renewed under a 
bill to be introduced in the Senate during the current session. Charters 
granted or renewed by Congress are usually limited to those American 
organizations devoted to charitable, educational, patriotic, or civic improve- 
ment purposes. 

In the field of numismatics our association has made noteworthy 
educational contributions. The Numismatist, now read by over twenty- 
thousand members, carries significant articles on coins, paper money, 
medals, and tokens by American and foreign scholars. At the annual 
convention awards are granted to the best papers presented during the 
year. Our extensive library facilities encourage research in many fields 
of numismatics. 

A National Coin Week instituted and sponsored by the A.N.A. aids 
in emphasizing the cultural and educational value of numismatics. At 
national conventions the educational forum, with its panel of distinguished 
speakers, and the extensive exhibits of coins, both attract large crowds. 
To encourage interest in coinage as a primary source in a study of the 
past, the A.N.A. maintains money displays in the Joslyn Museum in Omaha 
and in the Smithsonian Institution in Washington, D. C. 

At the international level our association has actively supported 
President Eisenhower’s People-to-People program. Book donations to 
foreign numismatic societies and an A.N.A. sponsored trip by President 
Dodson to visit European numismatic groups, including those in Poland 
and the U.S.S.R., are reflections of our association’s keen interest in using 
coinage to help promote good will between nations. 

Jointly with the Canadian Numismatic Association our A.N.A. is 
sponsoring the first international numismatic convention to be held in 
the New World. This is scheduled for Detroit in 1962. 

In January while attending a People-to-People meeting in New York 
City, President Dodson and Vernon Brown, our A.N.A. Curator, made 
tape recordings on numismatics for broadcasting over the Armed Services 
Network of the Voice of America program. George Vanderwende, a 
retired State Department official, will serve as chairman of an inter- 
national coin club exchange program to be instituted by the A.N.A., also 
participted in this broadcast. 

These are some of the important educational and cultural activities 
to be used as justification for favorable Congressional action on the bill 
to renew the A.N.A. Charter.

Yes, Gold Pieces Are Melted! 

Collectors have sometimes wondered if the Treasury Department melted 
into bullion all the gold coins turned in. That the answer is in the affirmative 
can be taken from the following. 

Positive evidence that the coins held by the Treasury Department in 
1934 were melted can be found in the daily reports of gold on hand for 
January 31, 1934 and February 1, 1934. 

Gold holdings for January 31, 1934 was reported as $4,034,867,780.67 while 
that of February 1, 1934 was $7,018,263,925.70, a notation being made in the 
February report that the sum included the increment of $2,805,512,060.87. 
On June 30, 1934 the gold holdings were $7,856,074,225.67. 

Interesting also was a special notation in the title of the January 31 
report that it was condition as of 3:00 P.M. The last line of the Act of Janu- 
ary 31, 1934 states it was effective as of 3:10 P.M., January 31, 1934. Reports 
of condition are made as of the time of close of business which is 4:30 P.M. 
and this is the only report stating an earlier time. 

In a Treasury bulletin of July 12, 1955, reporting on “Increment resulting 
from the reduction in the weight of the gold dollar,” an allocation against 
the increment is made of $2,175,121.93 for melting loss of gold coin! The incre- 
ment is shown as $2,819,474,865.98. The increase of almost fourteen million 
over the February 1 report is probably the results of coins turned into the 
Treasury at face after that date. — Nathan Gold, A.N.A. No. 22039

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The First Ibero-American Exposition 

J UST A YEAR ago there was held in Barcelona, Spain, the first Ibero- 
American Exposition of Numismatics and Medallic Art under the aus- 
pices of the Spanish government. It had been authorized by General- 
issimo Franco’s decree of July 10, 1957. 

With the co6i)eration of the Sociedad Ibero- Americana de Estudios 
Numismaticos, the Asociacion Numismatica Espanola, the Sociedade Portu- 
guesa de Numismatica and the Fabrica Nacional de Moneda y Timbre of 
Madrid, an executive committee was appointed. Headed by the Hon. Don 
Luis Auguet y Duran, Director of the Madrid Mint, assisted by a staff of 
prominent men such as Drs. Jose Amoros Barra, Felipe Mateu y Llopis, 
Luis Gonzalez Robles, Antonio Beltran Martinez, Juan Ainaud de Lasarte, 
Damiao Peres, Carlos de Noronha, Fernando Gimeno Rua, Carlos Ruiz de 
Larramendi and F. Xavier Calico Rebull, the committee worked long hours 
in the laborious but fruitful task of contacting the numisniatic world. As 
a result, there were 201 private exhibits, ninety-eight of national scope and 
numerous others of no minor importance, displayed under the caption 
“out of contest” which did not, therefore, compete for the prizes offered. 

The participation of the Government of Spain and many local com- 
munities as well as the governments of Portugal, Great Britain, Belgium, 
France, Switzerland, Italy, The Netherlands and Sweden from the Old 
Continent” and the eminent contributions of universities, academies, mu- 
seums, mints, banking firms, and numismatic societies, made possible the 
great success attained. Our own continents were also richly represented 
by the United States of America, Argentina, Bolivia, Brazil, Canada, Chile, 
Colombia, Costa Rica, Dominican Republic, Ecuador, Guatemala, Haiti, 
Honduras, Mexico, Nicaragua, Paraguay, Peru, San Salvador and Uruguay. 

The exposition was held in the spacious salons of the ancient Royal 
Palace, within the walled Roman sector, portions of which date back to 
the third century, enlarged and restored by the Counts of Barcelona in the 
eleventh century and by the Kings of Aragon during the thirteenth cen- 
tury. It is an historical spot where Ferdinand and Isabella received Colum- 
bus upon his return on May 5, 1493 after the discovery of America. 

The program was extremely well planned, divided into three main 
categories and several subdivisions: 

Numismatics: a) Ancient 

b) Medieval 

c) Modern 


Each of these in turn was divided to 

I — Museums and organizations 
II — Specialists 
III — General collectors 

Medallic art: a) Mint issues 

b) Commercial enterprises 

c) Societies specializing in medals 

d) Individual technical specialists 

e) The artists themselves 

Bibliography and Documents: 

a) From archives, libraries and museums 

b) Owned and displayed by private individuals 

c) Unpublished books or theses on numismatics 

There were over 300,000 specimens, many extremely valuable and ot 
great rarity, exhibited in specially constructed cases, each with its own 
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indirect fluorescent illumination. Some were horizontally arranged, others 
vertically and a few hung on available wall space, but all were designed 
so that the exhibit contained therein was at a slight angle, thus facilitating 
its study. Security guards were on duty around the clock, yet every exhibit 
was insured against all risks and the amount of the policy totalled five 
million dollars. 

In memory of Tomas Francisco Prieto, the master engraver and 
founder of the Academy of Medallic Art in Spain (1752), three prizes were 
bestowed upon present day medallists: The first carried a 25,000 pesetas 
award and a gold medal; the second, a silver medal and 15,000 pesetas and

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the last a bronze medal along with 5,000 pesetas. For the other categories 
— excepting official institutions and members of the committee of award — 
there were four prizes for each subdivision. These were impartially con- 
ferred and in instances of a tie that could not be decided by a second secret 
ballot, with all graciousness the foreign exhibitor was chosen. 

Instructive lectures were given by Drs. Felipe Mateu y Llopis of Bar- 
celona, Alexandre Ferreira Barros of Oporto, Damiao Peres of Lisbon and 
Coimbra, Joaquin Maria de Navascues of Madrid and lastly, but actually 
the first read, that of Dr. Humberto F. Burzio of Argentina. The latter 
received an inscribed silver tray and a well earned bronze medal made 
especially by the Madrid Mint, 132 millimeters in diameter and weighing 
1,200 grams. On one side it bears the arms of Barcelona, the date: 1958 
and the legend i esposicion iberoamericana de numismatica y medallistica. 
The other side is allegorical: The figure of Minerva (or Athena), the God- 
dess of Wisdom, holding in her right hand the scales of justice with an 
owl perched upon its handle; the legends homenaje and the name of Dr. 
Burzio signify the tribute rendered to his knowledge and accomplishments. 

Two ancient, hand operated coining presses, the arms of which extended 
six feet on either side and bearing a heavy weight on each end, were 
exhibited. A temporary mint was established, three automatic presses hav- 
ing been brought from Madrid. One of them was manufactured in Bar- 
celona in 1856 and has been in operation for over a century. Coins of 50, 
25 and 5 pesetas were struck every minute that the Exposition was open. 
These carried the BA mint mark (illustrated on pages 400 and 406, The 
Numismatist, April, 1959). Another innovation was the demonstration of 
the making of paper money, from the manufacture of the paper itself to 
the finished product. 

As the number of displays received far exceeded the capacity of the 
Royal Palace, adjacent buildings, also of ancient lineage, were made ready. 
Thus the Palace of Padellas, the Salon of Tinell and the chapel of Santa 
Agueda were used, and it is possible that the walls separating one from 
the other were torn down to create a passageway. The Zecca de Roma

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had a splendid display of 509 pontifical medals. The most distant exhibitor 
was Dr. Bantug from the Philippines. 

The Executive Committee published seventeen illustrated bulletins in 
pamphlet form, keeping the numismatic world informed of the events 
transpiring at the Exposition. Number Ten is dedicated to the United 
States, the American Numismatic Society, the American Numismatic As- 
sociation and contains a biographical sketch of Dr. George C. Miles. Both 
the American Numismatic Society and the Smithsonian Institution had 
beautiful exhibits that were placed at the very entrance of the Royal 
Palace, occupying a very large room and completely filling it. The ar- 
rangement was artistic and caused many favorable comments. 

The Exposition opened November 24, 1958 and was scheduled to close 
on the ninth of the following month, but because of the interest created, 
it was extended until December 16, 1958. 

At the inauguration ceremonies held in the Salon del Ciento (City Hall 
of Barcelona) high dignitaries of the Church and State, the diplomatic 
corps, the press and prominent citizens were assembled, and with Don Luis 
Auguet y Duran presiding, he called upon Dr. Alberto F. Pradeau of Los 
Angeles, California to deliver the opening address as representative of 
the United States of America and Mexico. Days later. Dr. Pradeau re- 
ceived a medal and a silver tray, similar to that given to Dr. Burzio, in 
recognition of his many contributions to the field of numismatics. 

The Exposition hours were from 10 a.m. to 2 p.m. and from 4 to 7; 30 
p.m. daily; the admission fee was five pesetas per person for each session 
with an average attendance of 4,000. Nothing was left undone that could 
make this international affair a popular one. The railroad fares from all 
parts of Spain were reduced. For weeks the press advertised it and the 
City of Barcelona, using the radio, television, loud speakers centrally 
placed and thousands of attractive signs, urged the people to attend. 
Under one pretext or another there were numerous banquets and in all, 
the spirit of friendship prevailed. — Elston G. Bradfield
